The contract for sale of untis by the Trust shall be deem¬ 
ed to have been concluded on the acceptance date. On sttch 
conclusion of the contiact for sale, the Trust shall, as soon 
thereafter as possible, send to the applicant by post a mem¬ 
bership advice evidencing that he has been admitted as a 
member in the scheme and the plan made thereunder.

’[XV, Determination of Net Asset Vulitc (NAV) : 

The Not Asset Value of the Plan shall be calculated bv 
determining the value of the Scheme's assets and subtracting 
the liabilities of the Scheme taking into consideration the 
neciuuls and piovisions. The Net Asset Value per unit 
shall be calculated by dividing the NAV of the Plan by the 
total number of units issued and outstanding on that date. 
This NAV shall be published atleast in two daily newspapers 
at inteivals not exceeding a fortnight or at such intervals as 
may be approved by SEBI in their guidelines on NAV. The 
determination of NAV will be subject to Regulations and 
(iudielines that may be prescribed by SFBI in due course.!
